OUR ZAKAAH RECIPIENTS AND THEIR 

PLIGHT TO SURVIVE 


With our recipients reaching close to 2000 
we are inundated with calls for assistance in 
the line of food, rental, electricity and water 
costs. Indeed rental and utility bills amount to 
thousands of rands which makes it virtually 
impossible for us to aid applicants. Therefore 
there exists a great need to assist people in this 
regard. Those who are faced with this challenge 
include the old, the widows, the divorcees 
and the physically challenged. We urge you to 
assist us in providing security to these people 
in the line of food, accommodation, water and 
electricity. 

Below are some of the cases we hand dealt with 
over the past year : 

1. A single mother with 3 children living in an 
area notorious for crime and gangsterism is 
forced to rent a dilapidated house with no 
running water and electricity. She buys water 
from the neighbours and makes a fire in the 
morning and evening for cooking purposes. 
Due to no electricity she is forced to use 
candles for them to go about their chores 


and work at night. 

2. A revert Muslim with no relatives is left to 
fend for himself at an Old Age facility. His 
pension doesn’t cover the monthly costs at 
the facility making it difficult for them to 
secure his accommodation. 

3. A father with an amputated leg strives 
towards giving his child an education. 
Walking on crutches he accompanies his son 
to his school and due to financial constraints 
school wear and transport become a 
challenge. He cannot even afford transport 
for himself to have his medical condition 
attended to. Due to this he is left with 
having to walk wherever he needs to be. 

4. Many old age recipients have become 
dependent on adult diapers. With the cost 
of these being enormous we are restricted to 
helping only a limited amount of applicants. 
Due to this limitation it is unknown as to 
how they get through the month without the 
required amount of diapers. 


5. An applicant living in a caravan suffered 
tremendous loss by the caravan being 
guttered by a fire. She was left vulnerable 
with her 3 month old baby having no 
supplies for the little one. 

6. A mentally challenged recipient with no 
close relatives to assist him is burdened with 
rising utility costs. He faces electricity being 
cut as he is unable to cover water and rates 
costs. 

7. A pensioner living in flat with two 
unemployed children. The entire family lives 
off the mother’s state pension and they are 
unable to pay accommodation costs leaving 
them with the threat of being evicted. 

8. A widow with a mentally challenged child 
struggles to cover costs at special school due 
to a delay in the child’s state grant. She has 
no relatives to assist her and lives alone with 
her children having to make ends meet on 
her own. 


ZAKAAH 

Our responsibility 
towards those in 

need. 

Alhamdulillah, through the institute 
of Zakaah, Almighty Allah has made 
arrangements for the needs of the poverty- 
stricken and underprivileged in society. 
Poverty is a challenge facing the entire 
human race and indeed through the 
compulsion of Zakaah we are made to see 
to the needs of those in dire straits. The 


institution of Zakaah however also 
acts as a cleansing for the wealth of 
the giver and being an act of charity 
it cools the anger of the Almighty. 

Within a split second a person’s 
life can change and also bring him 
to the brink of poverty and need. 

We should therefore understand 
the plight of the poor and the daily 
challenges they are facing just to get 
the next meal! Indeed we’ll say that 
Allah has put them in that condition 
and He will take care of them, but 
they could also be a test for us from 
Allah to see what efforts we make 
to alleviate their poverty and strife. 
The incidents in the Qur’an and 
Ahadith bear testimony as to how 


people in the past were tested in 
this regard. 

A1 Fidaa Foundation Zakaah 
Department strives towards 
assisting the poor, sickly, old aged, 
divorced, single mothers, etc. in 
society. Due to limited funds we 
are only able to help recipients with 
the basic essentials towards a meal, 
with these items not even lasting 
a week or two. Many recipients 
have to survive on a meagre state 
pension or grant and after paying 
utilities are left nothing to fill their 
stomachs. We have seen an increase 
in pensioners approaching us for 
assistance just for them to get by 
the month. 


The plight of poverty has gripped a 
majority in our society and indeed 
this brings tears to our eyes when 
listening to their daily challenges 
and obstacles. 

Assist A1 Fidaa Foundation by 
contributing your Zakaah for 
distribution amongst those 
worthy in our localities.

In many communities the availability of numerous avenues 
for acquiring the knowledge of the Din of Islam has 
reached a saturation point. People are left with a variety 
to choose from moving from one to another at any given 
time. 

Sadly there exist many localities wherein people are longing 
for such avenues to be established wherein the morals 
and conduct of their children could be protected. Al Fidaa 
Ta’leemi Department, keeping this situation in mind, has 
set out to establish makatib in all of these localities which 
have been deprived for many years. 

With the establishment of these makatib we experience 
many situations that are an inspiration to us within the 
department. Here are but a few: 

1. In acquiring knowledge age is not a barrier... The 
madrasah year commences with students enrolling. 
Parents come begging for the 3 and 4 year olds to be 
included. They witness the benefits of children being 
in the madrasah and don't want the younger ones to 
be deprived. 

2. Maktab becomes an encouragement towards further 
studies ... Students have been encouraged by teachers ^ ■ 
regarding the benefit and importance of climbing 

the ladder of knowledge. They have shown great 
enthusiasm in this regard with one currently in her 


fourth year of the Aalimah course and two in their 
first year. 

3. Social evils and broken homes ... Many students come 
from backgrounds where alcohol and drugs are the 
order of the day. When inspectors visit certain homes 
the conditions are truly shocking yet those parents 
ensure that their children attend madrasah regularly 
despite their weakness in their personal lives. Some 
come from homes that have been ravaged by divorce 
and separation leaving them to be juggled between 
parents, at times one of the parents being non- 
Muslim. 

4. Non-Muslims help Islam... A Muslim woman with 
only non-Muslim relatives passes away leaving 
instructions that her property should be used as a 
madrasah. Her family makes contact with us and 
gives us an undertaking that they will go to all limits 
to ensure their relative's wish is fulfilled saying: “She 
wanted the place to be a beacon of knowledge and 
upliftment for the children in the area so that is what 
we will ensure." 

Eagerness to learn... Students are faced with the 
challenge of hunger so when food gets distributed 
they would vie with each to be first in the line. One day 
a student who was usually the first in the line became 


so engrossed in his reading that he was not concerned 
about others jumping up before him. The teacher tells 
him to stop reading as the food has arrived, he says: “I 
know Moulana, can I please just finish the other half 
of this page?” Eventually the teacher had to stop him 
before there was no food left for him! 

6. Eagerness towards Salah... An 8 year old boy at 
madrasah with a father who has recently embraced 
Islam, when asked he says that he wakes up for 
Fajr everyday with his father and they make Salah 
together. Sometimes he even makes Athan at the 
Masjid. When he came to madrasah he didn't know 
how to make wudhu but after learning, the first thing 
he does when coming in is wudhu. When classes are 
done, he goes and makes wudhu and performs Asr 
Salah without being told. 

7. A10 year old student in the madrasah comes for 
Maghrib Salah every night at the local Jama'at Khana 
no matter what the weather conditions are. One day 
a shooting incident took place close to his home a 
few minutes before Maghrib, the ustadh really didn't 
expect to see him and there he was waiting at the 
Jama'at Khana. This left the ustadh amazed at this 
youngster braving the dangerous conditions and 
coming for his Salah.

D ebbie lost her job and was unemployed for 
over a year. She knocked on many doors 
and posted CV’s to find employment but always 
met with rejection. She was desperate to become 
financially independent. The financial situation 
was taking its toll on the family at home. Becoming 
despondent of ever finding employment, Debbie 
came to find out about the Sewing Studio. She 
had no prior sewing experience but always wanted 
to learn the skill. Upon seeing the Al-Fidaa 
Foundation’s Sewing Studio, she decided to apply 
and was accepted. Debbie showed much dedication 
and commitment with her studies. She practiced 
daily on her new skills learnt in the classroom. 

“When I completed in June 2018 I started the 
journey of job hunting again. Only this time it 
was different as I was approaching companies 
in the clothing manufacturing industry.

I was 
then offered employment with the opportunity to 
increase on my set of skills. I am forever grateful 
to the Al-Fidaa Foundation for the opportunity. I 
can now provide basic needs and necessities for my 
family.”

N tombekhaya spent the pass few years hovering 
around a number of part time jobs. Part 
time work meant part time income for her. Some 
months she was unable to find work which left 
her with no income. Desperate to find stability in 
her life, Ntombekhaya enrolled into the Al-Fidaa 
Foundation Sewing Studio to participate. 

“From a young age I always wanted to learn how 
to sew, I was fascinated by the beautiful dresses 
people would create. I studied hard during my 12 
weeks at Al-Fidaa Foundation and spent extra 
time practicing the art of aprons and traditional 
African headwear. After graduating from the 
Sewing Studio, The Al-Fidaa Foundation allowed 
me to continue visiting the Sewing Studio to

practice on me items I wished to sell. I was guided 
by the Instructors and taught business principles. 

I took some samples that I had made in class to 
local community organizations. Shortly after 
my marketing campaign I received an order of 
30 aprons from one of the organizations I had 
visited. A person from King Williams Town had 
seen a sample of my traditional African headwear 
and place an order for 12 which had to be posted. 

A women’s group in East London had asked me 
to manufacture 10 traditional African theme 
uniforms for them. To this day I continue to 
market my services. I am able to earn an income 
every month thankfully. This self-employment 
freedom that I enjoy is because of the generosity 
shown to me by the Al-Fidaa Foundation.”

S iphokazi Kemele, a former student from Al- 
Fidaa Foundation. "I applied for the dressmaker 
course in 2017. After a few months of waiting I 
was called in for the classes to start in 2018, where 
I learnt to make an apron, a bag and then a dress. 
The course was 3 months long under the leadership 
of Nomakhaya Toise, a very patient and insightful 
young woman. When I finished my course in June 
2018, I was later introduced to a Metro Wind Farm 
representative to pitch for funding to start my 
business. 

After pitching and submitting my forms I then got 
feedback in a period of 4 weeks, where my business 
HOUSE OF TSHIWO was awarded with R85,830 
(eighty five thousand eight hundred and thirty 
rands) of funds which enabled me to purchase 
2 Gemsy industrial machines, an industrial over 
locker, clothing rack, office equipment, a financial 
management course and a monthly allowance of 
fabric and threads. 

My business has now been running for 4 months 
at a profit. The Al-Fidaa foundation has armed 
me with the skills and opportunity to change my 
situation and inspire my peers, I have not only 
been given the tools to materialise my dreams 
but I’ll also be helping 2 families put food on the 
table and play a part in growing and sustaining the 
economy.”

She 
reports further distress as she 
has no income and applied for a 
social grant.

death of her father. The client is 
the caregiver to a grandparent 


and alleges that the parent 
abuses the grandparents 
pension to feed addiction to OTC 
painkillers. 

M arried mother reported 
to the White Door Centre 
that her child needs medical 
treatment but her husband 
refuses to allow her to leave the 
home because of his jealousy. She 
feels isolated and claims he locks 
her up and abuses her physically.

ORPHANAGE

are often placed in a state owned 
facility or registered safe houses.

The state owned facilities & registered safe houses do not cater for Halaal food. 
Muslim children are included in their prayer sessions. 

Limited or no access to other Muslim community members. 

No Salaah facilities are provided. 

Limited or no access to Qurans and Islamic literature available.

CASES KNOWN TO OUR WHITE DOOR CENTER

Social Worker trying to 


remove a 9 year old child from parents 
who are abusing the child physically 
and mentally. If the Social Worker from 
Department of Social Development 
takes him away from the parents, he will 
be in foster care till they place him with 
a family. 


A Social worker is trying to 
remove a 7 month old baby boy from 
mother; she lost 4 of her children 
previously. (All placed in Non Muslim 
Orphanages). 

5 Al-Fidaa Foundation 
informed by a Department of Social 
Development Social Worker of the 
following case: 2 children were uplifted 
from a Muslim family (due to the 
parents’ substance abuse and violent 
behaviour in the house) and placed in 
a Christian lady’s safe house. However, 
the kids refused to return home even 
though the environment in their 


home reached acceptable levels for 
reunification with the family. Their 
reason for this was, “we enjoy going to 
Sunday school and Church, we want 
to continue staying with the Christian 
lady”. 


The following is a statement 
from the counsellor about a case of a 
Muslim boy: “the child is getting very 
badly abused. He couldn’t walk today... 
feels he s supposed to get abused 
because he deserves it. He told me 
that if I want to I can hit him too. His 
mother scratched him on his face... 
mentioned that his grandfather would 


put an iron under his feet. He’s put 
out of the house for 2/3 weeks to live 
on the streets if his mother gets upset 
with him. His mother tells him that she 
doesn’t want him and doesn’t care what 
happens to him. They refuse to register 
him for school next year. His grades are 
good and he has never missed school 
despite his condition.” 

7 A Muslim girl born with a 
terminal disease; mother passed away. 
The father deemed to be mentally unfit 
to look after his daughter. There was 
difficulty finding a Muslim home for 
her.

PREVENTION TREATMENT 
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CLINIC: Access to medical services and basic health 
care screening proves challenging to many of our 
beneficiaries who cannot afford the cost of private 
services or are not physically able to stand in long 
queues at our state run clinics and hospitals. Many 
of our beneficiaries are pensioners or people who are 
affected by high-blood pressure, diabetes, or other 
chronic illnesses.
